Special  Cases. 

When  the  Medical  OlTiccr  visits  a school  for  the  purpose  of 
.Medical  Inspection,  advantage  is  taken  of  the  opportunity  to 
examine  such  children  (not  falling  into  either  of  the  three  classes, 
“Entrants,”  “Intermediates,”  or  “Leavers”)  as  have  been 
noticed  by  the  teachers  to  he  suffering  from  some  palpable  di.sease 
or  defect.  The  total  number  of  such  children  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Medical  Oflic'cr  during  the  year  was  126,  an  increase  of  56 
upon  the  number  examined  in  1918.  A summary  of  the  disca.ses 
and  <lefects  discovered  will  he  found  in  'fable  11.  at  the  end  of  the 
Report. 


.Miscellaneous  Examinations. 

These  consist  of  children  examined  at  the  office  and  comprise 
such  minor  ailments  as  dirty  and  verminous  conditions,  ring- 
worm, impetigo,  ^c.  The  majority  of  these  children  attend  on 
.Saturday-  mornings,  hut  they  may  also  attend  on  any  weekday 
during-  the  hours  at  which  the  .School  Clinic  is  open. 
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During-  llic  x’u.'ir  722  examinalitjns  have  been  made  of  220 
children  : —

1,436  visits  ;ind  re-visils  ha\e  been  made  to  the  homes  ol  diily 
ehiltlren  tind  children  found  on  .Medical  Inspection  to  be  sufferini: 
from  some  disease  or  defect. 
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X'isits  were  piiid  to  ;ill  the  schools  for  the  purpose  of 
instruction  to  the  children,  especially  the  y:irls,  in  personal  clean- 
liness, the  care  of  the  hair,  vS,c.,  and  10,765  children  were  inspected 
for  cleanliness. 

'rwenly-one  \isils  have  been  made  to  the  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon’s  rooms  to  assist  in  the  examination  of  chiKiren  with 
defective  vision,  and  in  the  ease  of  the  children  examined  by  him 
(115)  atropine  has  been  introduced  into  the  children’s  eyes  by  the 
nurse  on  the  day  previous  to  and  aii'ain  on  the  day  of  examination.
